This bust Is be»eved on good evi- 
dence to have been made fioin a death mask 
of Shakespeare.

the church IB the most reliable guide we 


have hitherto had to the shape of the pOefs^Q 
head and face. 


Mr, Konody at first formed the idea that 


the terra cotta mask might have been 
modelled from the bast, bat a comparison ot 
the two caused tilm to abandon *h|9 idea, 


A very peculiar thing ;.«"discovered about 


the terra cotta m«9* was a noticeable pro- 
jecfon of the irtB of the eye. ThiB is a feature 
to be observed to nearly every human body, 
but It was not^to be fonnd in the bast at 
Stratford-on-Avoh and probably few 'English 
sculptors at *h«t t""e were aware of thlt 
physiological fact.
